Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  May  15  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  May  4,  1980): 

Wheat:  The  market  was  quiet,  as  total  net  sales  were  only  83,700  metric  tons  (MT)  for  the 
current  marketing  year  (MY).  Sales  of  272,300  MT  were  recorded  for  MY  1980/81.  Weekly  exports 
of  533,000  MT  were  25  percent  below  last  week's  level,  with  Bangladesh  (99,300  MT),  Brazil 
(36,700  MT),  and  Japan  (34,600  MT)  the  major  destinations.  The  official  USDA  export  estimate 
has  been  increased  to  37.421  million  tons,  owing  to  expected  continued  strong  export  movement 
during  the  last  month  of  the  marketing  year. 

Corn :  Contract  adjustments,  mostly  for  the  USSR,  resulted  in  a  negative  net  sales  position  of 
84,600  MT.  Outstanding  sales  to  the  USSR  have  been  reduced  to  zero,  as  28,100  MT  were  shipped 
during  the  week  and  the  balance  of  the  sales  were  cancelled  by  the  exporters.  Weekly  exports 
of  1,160,500  MT  were  mainly  to  Japan  (246,200  MT),  Spain  (105,800  MT),  Mexico  (95,100  MT), 

Italy  (78,800  MT) ,  and  Portugal  (70,800  MT) . 

Rice:  Net  sales  of  33,800  MT  were  down  31  percent  from  last  week's  total.  New  sales  and  a 
destination  change  increased  Iraq's  purchases  by  25,400  MT.  Small  sales  were  also  reported  to 
United  Arab  Emirates,  Dominican  Republic,  and  Korea.  Exports  of  ^6,700  MT  were  mostly  to  Iraq. 

Sorghum:  The  Netherlands  (30,500  MT),  Japan  (26,400  MT),  and  Israel  (25,200  MT)  accounted  for 
most  of  the  business,  in  which  net  sales  totaled  112,500  MT.  Weekly  exports  of  141,500  MT  were 
primarily  to  Israel,  Japan,  and  Mexico. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  dropped  to  193,600  MT,  well  below  the  level  of  recent  weeks.  Some  of  the 
decline  was  a  result  of  contract  adjustments,  which  included  a  reduction  of  30,600  MT  in 
outstanding  sales  to  China.  New  sales  and  switches  in  destinations  included  Japan  (181,100  MT), 
Spain  (77,000  MT),  and  German,  FR  (32,300  MT).  Exports  at  660,600  MT  were  up  sharply  and 
23  percent  above  the  previous  week's  total.  The  major  destinations  were  the  Netherlands 
(150,600  MT),  Japan  (124,500  MT) ,  China  (68,100  MT) ,  German,  FR  (56,100  MT)  and  Spain  (53,800  MT) . 

Soybean  Meal :  The  net  sales  position  was  minus  267,600  MT  as  a  result  of  the  cancellation  of 
400,000  MT  of  sales  to  the  Soviet  Union,  which  were  assigned  to  the  CCC.  Part  of  the  effect  of 
the  cancellation  was  offset  by  net  sales  of  67,500  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  39,000  MT  to  German,  FR 
and  27,200  MT  to  Romania.  Meal  exports  continued  a  strong  pace  at  158,100  MT,  up  21  percent 
from  the  previous  week's  level.  The  major  destinations  included  the  Netherlands  (61,700  MT), 
German,  FR  (36,300  MT) ,  and  Bulgaria  (27,200  MT) . 

Soybean  Oi 1 :  The  net  sales  position  totaled  22,000  MT,  compared  with  the  previous  week's  minus 
position,  owing  to  heavier  contract  adjustments.  Destination  changes  included  23,000  MT  for 
China  and  12,000  MT  for  India.  Exports  at  50,600  MT  were  about  unchanged  from  the  previous  week's 
level.  India  continues  as  the  major  destination  at  26,000  MT,  with  China  in  second  place  at 
12,000  MT. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  was  slow.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  56,900  RB  were  largely  to  unknown 
destinations  -  20,000  RB.  Italy  -  11,000  R3. and  Korea  -  8,500  RB.  MY  1979/80  sales  of 
24,500  RB  were  principally  to  Korea  -  18,100  RB  and  Indonesia  8,200  RB.  Exports  continued  large 
as  232,400  RB  were  shipped  --92  percent  went  to  Asia,  including  110,000  RB  to  China,  and 
6  percent  went  to  Europe. 

Barley,  Rye,  and  Oats:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
